2. Citations and explanations (Rule 70.7) 

The following document has been considered for the purpose of this report. 
Dl = KR 2003-0075229 A(26 September 2003) 

The present invention relates to a method for preparing nanocomposite solution, comprising 
the steps of preparing basic silica colloid aqueous solution; providing an electrolysis apparatus 
by installing a negative electrode containing aluminum and a positive electrode containing 
silver into the basic silica colloid aqueous solution; and forming nanocomposite by applying 
voltage to the respective electrodes, and said nanocomposite solution. 

Dl relates a nano- composite emulsion composition comprising a water dispersible 
polyurethane nano-composite emulsion, an organic UV protecting agent and a silver colloid. 

I. Novelty and Inventive Step 

None of the prior art documents including Dl teaches or suggests the subject matter of claims 
1-16 of the present invention. Thus these claims are novel. 

Claims 11 and 14 claim nanocomposite including silver particles with a size between 1-10 nm 
and silica particles with a size ranged 3 - 50nm; and nanocomposite solution including said 
nanocomposite and dispersion media. However Dl discloses a nano-composite emulsion 
composition including colloidal silica with a size ranged 10 - lOOnm and silver colloid. Thus 
claims 11 and 14 are considered to be easily invented from Dl. Therefore the above claims 
are not inventive. 

II. Industrial Applicability -- — . — ... — 

There is no reason for forming a negative opinion about the industrial applicability of this 
invention. Consequently, claims 1-16 appear to meet the requirement of PCT Article 33(4). 
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
